Chinese coolies, as you 
may |cnow, are somewhat inveterate gam- 
blers, and nosr that wharf they frequently 
endeavour to gamble, It is the duty of the 
police to slop atreet gambling 5 aud it is 
well known that atrect gamblers sometimes 
have a watehman to stand and see that the 
olice ata coming and give warning to the 
gamblers 10 bint when o constable comes 
up he is nob in o position to swear that he 
aotually eaw gambling going op. In 1891, 
thera was an attempt made by tho Legisla- 
ture to put down gambling—it is extremely 
difficult to put dawn gambling bar as far as 
the Legislature could fairly poss a law to 
du go itdid so, Teuppoee that no law will 
ever make mon moral ; no law will probably 
ovor eradicate that which seems to be part 
of the instinct of the. Chincse—many of 
them —pamely, a love of gambling There 
had been various previous legislative 
attempts in this Colony, and different sya- 
tems have been pursued. At ona time, 
ander ono well-known Governor, there was 
a aystem of regulations inetituied, a certain 
nomber of gambling houses was allowed ag 
a sort of safety valre, if one may say £0, to 
those who were 80 inveterately attached to 
gambling that gamble they would in spite 
of Inws, These regulations prevented tha 
gambling houses being open after a certain 
hour, end as they were etricty super- 
viaed and had (o pay a high heenso fee, 
at ove time it was thought this would 
bo a good system (o purene here,—that 
gambling might bo regulated and modified. 
‘A long time ego al! that kind of legislation 
waa stopped. Lt wan forbidden at home, 
and it ceased to be the aw here, and all 
the proceeds, I believe, from the licsnses 
were applied in Jocal charities. In 189k 
tho Government had another task before it, 
It had to pass a law to suppress street 
gambling aud gombling houses. It was 
thonght they could nat put downs the 
gambling houses and allow people to gam- 
ble in the streets and lunes, and, there- 
fore, o law was passed which would have 
decn the cause of this man being arrested 
by the prilice.

they think the gambling laws are impossi- 
ble to carry out in this Colony, and I wish 
to point aut that where there is a bona fide 
effurt made for the stern suppression of 
gambling you have another evil which im- 
mediately puts in ax appearance, pamely 
tha liability 1o bribery. When Chincso 
lukongs, for instance, .hace a duty 
east upon them of arrosting some of 
their fellow-countrymen if they asco them 
gambling in tho streets thera is always a 
temptation on the part of the gamblers to 
think‘ If we can only square the police- 
map we shall not be interfered with, and it 
will pay’ os to do so,’ Gentlemen, thet 
evil is a very grave evil, and when- 
ever casoa—and thero have been several of 
late brought to my notice—where men are 
charged with attempting to bribe the police, 
whether they are convicted or not isa moat- 
ter for the jurp—aro brought to my notice 
Thave always thought it my duty to bring 
them hera and to give them the utmost 
ublicity, that they might be, on the one 
Band, a warning to others who try to bribe 
the polico that cases.will be brought before 
the Gourt and thoroughly investigated, and, 
on thp other, that tho police may see that 
theas motters wifl be thoroughly investigat- 
ed in aConrt of Justica, - Tt is always a very 
difficult xaatter to deal with these cages, 
I do not disguise that. It is “difficult for 
the jary to find a verdict. Tt is in the 
natura ‘of the caso that it should be so. 
When u man intends to bribe you he does not 
waittill you have half-a-dozea people round 
you, and say * Will you take a bribe” not 
to arrest rua ;’. but-when he wishes tu bribe 
‘on be gets you in a quiet corner where ne 
ona Will gag you take the money. The’ 
position of tho Jukong is a difficult ono, 
‘The consequence if hg tgkey the money is 
thathe. wil bo doing a. sery wrapg thipg 
for which be would be severely pyoighed 
and ifhe refuses to teke the money and 
give the man iste. custody: the casa comes 
befora the, jury, and al urally it ig said it 
ig only one man’s ord against’ the other.

It is a defence only in 
this way that it goes upon the credibility 
af the witness. It that defence had - bren 
slurted by the prisoner himself instead of 
by a solicitor one might have wanted to in- 
vestigate the matter, and to ask tho lukong 
a number of questions about it. But the 
ouly defence he makes is ‘I did not give 


him the money.’ Theo, if hv did not give 
the money ho is entitled to be acquitted, if 
ho did give the lukong the maney what did 
he give it to him for? These urged this 
rather more fully thao is uswal because I 
have had several of thesa eases and the 
juries did rot Jook fully enough ab all 
the facta. They say it is word against 
word, and give offect to that; and 
quite right they are tov in some instances. 
But in this casa wo have not only the 
statement of the lukong that the money 
was given. Wo have the money- itselt. 
Does it corroborate the statc¢ment given by 
the lukong? If an attempt is made to 
bribo atann it is an advance upon o: dinury 
morality if, instead of taking that bfiby, le 
man(nlly refuses it snd takes the man who 
attompta to bribe him up “oO tho Magistracy, 
paying “1 will havo you tried for atfering 
me bribe.’ Gne does nut like to dis- 
coorege such cunduct on the part of 
lukangs, because, in spite of repeated cases 
in which thero bas been strong evidence 
and strong corroboration, the juries will 
never convict because it is word agains: 
word, ‘The consequence of such findings on 
the part of juries yp that peuple know thoy 
can offer bribes with impunity because they 
know they can always eny in defence thot 
they did not, and aaa regutt the police +re 
aubjcot.d to more temptation than they 
woutd otherwise have to meet, I will call 
the oridence, and it is for you to decide 
whether you can beleve that evidence. I 
have had a goad deal of experience of these 
lukengs, and it is very difficult, I fiad, to 
get them to give a consistent stary, but 
inaking allowance for that T think you will 
be couvinced in this cxse Lhat a bribe was 
offered. It is for you to consider whether 
the lukong’s account that he was cffered the 
bribe not to arrest this mag is correct, 
or whether the whole thing iss moko up 
on the part of the lukong. It must be one 
of the two, Itcannot bea mistake. It is 
a question whether hu came hero with o 
falae charge pgainst the prisoncr, or whe- 
ther the prisoner did offer him thix bribe. 
It is only right E shoula tell you that thie 
was the first time the lukong had been on 
that beat. It cannot be alleged that he 
knew of his own knowledga that any lukong

A TENANT SUED FOR DAMAGES, 


A. B. Madar sued Walter Jackson for 
$324 for damages alleged to have been done 
by the defendavt when leaving the plain- 
trff’s bungalow at Kowloon. 

Mr H. E. Pollock appeared on behalf of 
the plaintiff, and Mir B. L. Dennys for tho 
defendant. 

Plaintif’ stated defendant had been bis 
tenant at Kowloon, When Mr Jackson left 
the house be took away astovopipo, and 
afterwards a number of flower-pots were 
found to bs broken, and others takeu away, 
a concrete pathway was broken, and some 
tress had been removed; the gate was 
broken, and also the door of the bathroom. 

Cross-examined—Thera had been a litde 
dispute between them as to damago caused 
by the typhoon ; defendant wrote com- 
plojning that the roof had uot been kept in 
repair, though several complaints bad beon 
mady, aod that during tho typhoon a lot of 
rain got in and damaged Mr and Mrs Jack- 
son’s clothing. Defendant therefore de- 
clined to pay the revt until it was made 
good. The plaintiff replied, denying that. 
any complaint had bean made about the 
roof, or that any material damage lad been 
dons. The present claim was for damage 
done by defendant ; witness did nut see 
him do it. Tho damage wlleged to have 
beay done in the garden conld not bo due 
to the typhoon. Witness denied thut the 
wood-work about the housa was ussless 
through dry rot. 

Charles Porkins, of Mesirs Gaupp & Co., 
said he had ccen the damage. Witness 
tock a photograph of the west door, ahow- 
ing a hole about four inches square whore 
tho lock lad been removed. He had seen 
Mr Jackson removitg bricks from the wall 
at the gato, in order to widen the ealrarco 
and admit his trap freely. The bricks 
formerly did not admit of the gate boing 
opened #0 wide. Witness saw coolies re- 
moving a fow!-house. 

Cross-examined— Witness was intending 
to take the honae as tonant; nothing had 
been ssid by Mr Madar as to the amount 
of rent dependiay on this caao, Witness 
would not pay more than $35 a month. 
Witners had been a friend of Mr Jackson, 
bnt on eecing the datoage he thoaybt it was 
very wafair te the landlord. Mr Jacheon 
told witoces that the luck on the weat door 
belonged to him, and if ho had to leave it 


he would either break the spring or lose; 
tho key. Witncvs, wanling 10 take the | 


house, war annoyed at tha Jock heing ro- 
moved and the damage done, ond, on Sun- 
day last, took the photograph, Witnoss did 
not know that any of the plants removed had 
been given to Mrs Jackson by the Lady 
Superioress of the [talixa Convent. Wit» 
ness knew the typhooos of September and 
October did « lot of damage, and the miss- 
ing trees might have boen blowa down by 
it.

Four 
or five policemen stationed there would have 
anfficed, and had the Post Master got in a 
fow extra hands, and served out through tho 
differont windows and the side ontrance, 
everything woull have worked smoothly, 
At 10.30 the crowd still increased, when 
tho weaker went to the wall and the strong 
snd burly had the best of it. The pushing, 
crowding,.and striving began to subside at 
about‘a quarter to elevon o'clock, and by 
eleven thé greater part of the Foreigners 
were served acd the Chinese covlies, who 
were waiting at a respeotable distance, com- 
tmenced to get towards the Post Office com- 
pound. It may have been that the Post 
Master did not expect such a crowd ; if 80, 
then there is some exonre,.or it may havo 
occurred if these stamps had been served 
from more than one window,’ pboplo would 
hove paesed from, one window to another 
and thua obtained any quantity. But this 
we are certnin of, that tea the auetomera 
been allowed to have gono through the office 
and had ¢ome ont of the side entrance it 
would have been touch better. A brisk bu- 
einess was onrried on- till noon, and during 
tho afternoon the Rostmaster was kept hard 
at work, 


But we must not complain too much about 
the arrangements, far it in tho excessive 
eagerness of the public to get hold of the 
Tew issue that is most to blame; the Post 
Master had a terrible time. ‘The total issue 
of the Jubilee stamps is 360,000, ond vome 
200,000 were taken by the public before the 
office closed this afternoon. $2,900 worth 
were sold befors tiffin time. The stamps 
will be on sale again to-morrow, and we 
hope that steps will be taken to prevent tho 
scene that was witnessed thie morning being 
repeated,

SHANGHAI'S JUBILEE. 


To-morrow, says the Shanyhai Mercury 
of the 16th., will be a day entirely given 
up to festivity and public rejoicing in the 
Anglo-Amcrioan Settlements of Shanghai. 
The proceediggs Tommenca at the early 
hour of 7 30 in the morning with @ solenin 
High Mess and Te Dewm in the Church of 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus, Hongkew, which 
bida fair to be a most: impressive ond im- 
posing service, There is a church parndo 
ordered for the members of ‘D? Company, 
and Captain Senna invites R. Catholic 
Volunteers of the other bravehes to fall in 
with bis men at Hongkew Police Station at 
S o'clock, The uniform is to be full winter, 
with helmets and leggings; side-arms and 
pouches are to be worn, and members of the 
infantry componics oan briog their rifles 
with them and leave them at ‘the 
Police Station, so that there need 
be no delay about attending the saustet 
on the Racecourse nt 9,30 a.m. ° This 
isto baa muster of the whole corps, acd 
as ndoul 660 meu-vf-war’s men are to Re land- 
ed from tho British and french, warships 
in port, the muster of armed meu will be 
the largest seen in Shunghai for o grent 
many years past, There will bo a march 
past, and some battalion movements will be 
exeonted, und after the operations on the 
Racecourae, Volunteers ood Sailors will 
march down the Maloo to the Buod, whero 
they are expected to arrive abvut a quarter 
past 11. They will then be formed into a 
equare on the grass-plot betwoon Nankiag 
and Peking Roads, around a platform froma 
which the Rev. W. Muirhead will deliver a 
pudlie address, At noon a salateaf 60 gune 
will he fired by the warships ix port and the 
Volunteer Artillery. At 2 p.m. thore will 
be a children’s fole, games, cto., on the lace- 
course, to which all children ‘ of Foreign ex- 
traction’ in Shanghai are invited, The little 
folke will assemble at the Grand Staud punotu- 
ally at 2 o'clock, to sing the Jubileo song, 
The Cricket Ground will then be throwo 
open to the older for games of vorious kinds, 
including oricket matches, a tug of war, 
“three rhies a penoy,’ and competitions for 
which prizes will be given, including a 
bowling competition; throwing the erioket 
ball and long kick with the football, 
Games and competitions for girls ond little 
boys will take place on the Rovreation 
Ground, where races of all descriptions, for 
| which prizes wilt be given, and various 
gatnes will he bold. There will be * Annt 
| Sally,’ * The Manin the Cask,’ ‘The Electric 
Bath, ‘Three Shies a Penoy,’ und other 
games; und the large space outside the two 
grounds will be couverted into o big plas. 
ground, containing swings, giant strides, 
aee-saws, etc, The blue-jackets belonging 
to the Caroline will give an exhibition of the 
life-saving apparatus; there will bea step 
danee, troupes of Chinese conjurors ond 
other shows, and refreahments for the 
children. will ba. liberally provided. ‘The 
sports will conclude when.it gets dark, aad 
at 6 o'clook the Jubillee fountain in tho 
Public Garden will be iluminated, At 
31the Bund, Nanking ond, the Malco 
and Brondway {from the Garden Bridgo 
to Hongkew Creek) will ‘be illuminated, 
and most of tho houses,'Foteign and Native, 
olong — those thoroughferea will take 
part in the illluminatione. Preparations 
can be seen in most of them to-day, some 
of the larger hongs and offices along the 
the Bund and Nanking Road being 
very beautifully decorated. All: vehicnlar 
traific will be stopped. “At 9.30 there will 
he a torchlight procession of the Volunteer 
Fire Brigade and the principal . Chinese 
Guilds. It: will start at’ the Loongfei 
Bridge, proceed along the Malvo and 
Nanking Road to the Buxd, along. the 
Bund to the Gurdeo Bridge and then along 
the Bund to the Yang-king-pang, where the 
pres sion will disperge: The Chinege 

uilds will staré from the Castome Club in 
Boone Koad at & o'clock .and march aloig 
Boone Road to SBrondway, ¢ross the 
Garden Bridge, proceed up the Hund and 
Peking ond, aloug Honan Road to Fooohay 
Road to Defence Creek and along the 
Defences Creek to Tuongfei Bridge, where 
they will fall in behind the Fire Brigado, 
The procession will then start, ‘the Guilds, 
we understand, ora to-tura cut with great 
mognificence.

Tho following *prodigiona” and blood. 
jourdling, yarn sppaors in an American 


paper :—~ 

' The outragea committed by pirates on 
foreign vessels in Chinese waters have 
been 6o atrocions intely that all forei 
powers having vessels trading near the 
const have formed  leagno to. pub the 
pirates down, This is the second time 
within LO months that euch « foderation 
bas been attempted. J, B. Gaylord, on 
American in Obina on tho first occasion, 
tells of a atratagem employed on that oson- 
sion against the freo-booters. me 


_At tho time be writes, there -woro five 
difforent gangs working successfully along 
tho coast of Okina and Japan, Five typi- 
cal merchant vossels wero fitted out espo- 
sinlly for thia pirato capturing expedition, 
They wero mauned by one. hundred or 
more mon ond heavily ballasted ao as to 
ridelow in the water and. deceive the 
pirates in tho bolict that thoy were ladon 
with big eargoos of merchandiae. The 
decks of Lheeo vessels were crowded with 


(Gatling guns snd rapid firing weapons. 


Those were skilfully hidden and the fight. 
ors were kopt balow. The fivo vessels, 
similarly equipped, were distributed among 
tha districts infested by tho pirates. They 
ail completed their work about the same 
time. : 


‘The pirato cbasor which I shipped on lay 
around, low down in the water, and was 
quickly espied by the Blucboards, Thoy 
believed that oa rich prize was within thoir 
gresp. Tho commanding officer of the 
pirato chaser permitted the. gang to got 0 
alougside nud even allowed thom to Taek, 
their junks to oat abip, But tha moment 
the crafts were secarely fastened to exch 
other and tho pirates made ready to board 
agour men in concealment below swarmed 
on deck and began thair work of slanghter. 
At least 20 rapid-firing gana poured thoir 
leaden hail into the dooke of the pirate 
yossels, Ont of 180 pirates who wora 
aboard the two junke exactly 18 wero alive’ 
when our men boarded the craft. The 18 
pirates wore so badly wounded, though, 
that death was a queation of a few hours. 


Our commanding officer had tho gurvie- 
ing pirates beheaded at once, snd then 
according to instructions, cut off the heads 
of all the dead mon and carricd the mem- 
bers aboard our ship. The bodies of the 
pirates wore throwa overboard. 


Tho other four pirate chasers wont 
throagh the samo performance, and 480 
homan heads wero carried back ‘to Hong- 
koug asa result of this groat rdid on tho 
Bluebeards,

TROPICAL CYCLONES. 


Liko most other meteorological pheno- 
mena, tropical oyclones have their own 
particular seasons, boiag most provalont 
during the period of the sun's return from 
the summer solstice to the Kquator, In 
the West Indies aud the China Sea they 
are encopntered between July and Octo- 
ber, Auguat being the month of greateat 
frequency. South of the Line, io the 
Indian and Pacific Oceans, the cyclone 
svason is, for tho same reason, from 
January to April, most of the gales oo- 
curring in February and March. Owing 
to curtain peculiorities reluting to tha 
changes of ‘fhe: monscon winds, the 
Arabian Sea and Bay of Bengal havo 
their own distinct storm seasous, tho 
advance of the south-west monsoon being 
markod by severe gales to the westward 
of tho Himaleyan Pesinsula in Moy and 
June, xnd tho return of tho north-oast 
monsoon is accompanied by similar 
eyclones over the narrow water ou the 
east side of India, between Beptember 
and November. We still refer to the 
storms of tha West Indies as hurricanes, 
those of the Indian Occan as cyclones; 
and of the China Sea neighbourhood as 
typhoons, but thore is, ss Dampier point. 
ed out more than two centiries ago, uo 
diftorence between thom, ‘bat on'y the 
naroe.” They aro all, in the mere mattor 
of formation, identical with the revolving 
storma of the temporate and frigid zones, 
conforming to the same Jaws in the cirenla- 
tion of the afe‘round the centre of the 
whole system. While mariners dislike the 
big storms which are often mob with in 
high latitudes, such ss those on tho Trang- 
atlantic ronte and off Cape Horn, they can 
scarcely be said to bo afraid of them, for, 
as Defoe put it, ‘the horriblos and terri- 
bles’ of these disturbances ‘havo besama 
as natural and familiar as daylight,’ Not 
ao the cyclone of ‘the tropics, which tho 
srilor will do anything to avoid, for he well 
Ienows that if he is once entangled in its 
meshes the chances are vory much against 
his ship eacaping othee than in a battered 
condition, perhaps a complete wreck, with 
masts goné, decks swept, and cabins full of 
water, Tho morciless fury of these meteors 
is beyond the powor of pon ‘to describe; 
man oan but atend aghast at witnessing the 
havoe which. oan be wrought by ‘air in 
motion,’ : 


In « cyclone which passed from the 
Arabian Sea into tho Gulf of Aden at 
the beginning of Juve; 1885, the German 
corvette stuytsté and the French gun. 
boat Renard disappeared without leaving 
the sliphtest trace of what had becomo 
of them.
